Vhe revenues of bis German 
dominions would have been fuzed, and thecoun- 
try exhaufted in iuch a manner, that nothing 
could have ween expected trom it ina long courte 
ofveais. Lhe King would then have feeo him 
felt unable to maintain either his own or 
ry troops, which by a natural comieguence he 
bad fore d to dithband Then would his 
Majeity’s encmics nave accomp ifhed the danger- 
Ous fchemes which Count fleming toretold, 
tuv become fatal to the bouwfe of Hanover. 

Let any one but examine this picture, whofe 
natural colours are much ttronger than here re- 
prefented let hom but to the voice of rea- 
ton, juftice, and equity; let him, in thort, boe 
put lnmfilf in the King’s place, it will be impof- 
tidte tor him to heficate a moment, what part the 
King had to take ww thefe circumttances. The 
court of France ittelf acknowledged, that the 
conditions propofed did not exift in the treaty of 
Clofter-Seven, asit wanted them to be granted by 
new conventions. The King had therefore an 
undoubted nght to reyeét them. France alfo 
maintained, that the convention, before it could 
become obligatory, wanted the ratification of his 
Moft Chrittian Majetty. The King, therefore, 
had an equal power to grant his, or to tefufe it. 
Was he to renounce this poxer, and abandon 
his country and people to the difcretion of an 
enemy, who fought their total ruin and deftruc- 
tion ? 

The King, then, took the mo juft meafures, 
and the mott agreeable for his own dignity and 
prefervation ; the only meafures which the arro- 
gance of his chemies had permitted him to take ;

"Phere is the higheft im- 
probubility of its ever coining fo near 
itis potlible it may; and, if I have 
calculated right, it isnot poflible that 
sould cver come nearer to us than 
within about an eighth part of the di- 
cance of Venus trom us when in its in- 
cnior conjunction.

Cometical aftronomy, however, is 
{till but in its infancy; and by the ob- 
fervations of future times it is very pros 
bable that many more comets will 
come to be added to our fyitem One 
more there is, which already, with the 
greatelt reifon, is looked upon as of this 
number; J] mean, the comet that ap- 
peared in 1680, called, from Sir Haac 
Newton, the Newtontran comet. This 
is by tar the moit remarkable and ama- 
zing of all the comets which have been 
yet obferved. Its tail extended through 
a fpace almott as long as fiom hence 
to the fun 5 the period of its revolution 
is believed to be 675 yerrs; and, when 
neareft to the fun, it might have been 
heated, according to a well known 
calculation of Sir Haac Newton’s, fo as 
to hecome 2009 times hotter than red- 
hot iron. Ihave laid, might have been 
heated, becaule a wrong opinion has ge- 
nerally prevailed, that it was adfually 
heated to this deyree; which Sir Haac 
Newton has not faid; nor was it indeed 
poflible during the very thort time of 
its {tay about its perthelon. Sir Maac’s 
words are, calor quem concipere poffet.—\ 
cannot help particularly oblerving here, 
that this comet atfords us an inftance of 
the fwiftefi and the /lowe/f of all pla- 
netary motions. When nearett to the 
fin, it moved, fuppofing the diftance of 
the fun eighty-one millions of miles, 
with the inconceivable rapidity of one 
million fitty-feven thoulind miles in an 
hour, or 300 miles in the time we can 
count three; but, by the time it has 
alcended to its greateft diftance, it will 
be fo much retarded, that it will move 
only forty five miles in an hour, or about 
qventy-two yards in the time in which 
betore it moved three hundred miles. At 
the dittance of the earth from the 
fun it moved at the rate of 82,100 
miles in an hour ; and this is alfo near- 
ly the velocity of every comet at this 
diftance. 

Some have obferved, that comets 
give us a proof that the world cannot 
have exiled trom eternity : for fo much 
of their fubftance is continually going 
off by their tails, that had they been 
cternal, they muft long ago have been 
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entirely exhautted. But there is no oc- 
cafion to have recourle to comets to 
this truth. It

Would it be unreafonable to imagine 
further, that this earth, and even all its 
fellow-planets, may have been Oripis 
im this very ttate of comets, and 
May agam am fome future times be 
at, and their places taken 
by other bodies, now comets?—— We 
hive, certamly, no reaton to fuppole, 
that any of the planets will or can con- 
tinue always an their prejent fate and 
orbits; or that the ends of their being 
diipoled and conttituted as they now 
aie, can be tuch as will never be attaip- 
cc. are theretore to undergo a 
pes and that change, tor the fame 
troaon, to be tuccecded by apother, and 
foon without end. That our earth, in 
pultiwular, Was once a comet, and that 
the Motare account of the cteation is 
only an account of its reduction from 
that ftate to its prefent habitable torm, 
cerns a very realonable fuppofition. 
liow well does the deicription given of 
its ate antecedent to this which we 
now behold, antwer to the ftate of a 
comet? Gen. i. 3. nd the earth was 
aujthout form, and void, and aarkne/s 
aason the face of the dcep.— Revela- 
tion and univerfal tradition, likewile, 
allure us, that an end will be hereafter 
put to its prelent torm, and a general 
difolution of it happea. Perhaps, this 
may be nothing more than converting 
it again into its ancient cometic {tate. 
The words of St Jobn, Rev. xx. where 
he gives an account of the end of the 
world, and the general judgment, very 
naturally exprels this; and cannot, per- 
haps, with egual propriety, be applied 
to any other notion: and jaw a great 
aolite throne, and that jat upon it, 
from face the earth and the heaven 
jéd away, and there was found no place 
Jor them. 

The path of the Newtonian comet, 
mits deicent to the tun, hes direétly in 
the way of the earth; and if, in fome 
of its future returns, we tuppofe it to 
pals very near the earth, or to ftrike it 
the confequence may prove, its being 
turned entirely out of its prefent orbit, 
or its being changed into a comet, and 
approaching fo near the fun as to be tet 
on ure. [xix. 

What 
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What 1 have advanced, may potlibly 
he rendered more credible, by confider- 
that the great bodies of the 
siele while in this intermediate ftate of 
and ruin, may antwer feveral 
very. important purpofes. “Phere may 
be a connestio n between the planets 

ithe comets, and the welfare of ihe 
former moy depend very much on the 
latter. P articularly, it may be prelu- 

ed, that much of the matter of the 
oof comets being neceflarily left be- 

id in the planetary regions, will be 

tricted to the planets, and, mixing 

h their tluids and atmofpheres, may 
be the — means of recruiting 
them when watted, of fupplying them 
the vivifying fpirit, or, 
ome other way, of influencing their 
atures and qualities, and producing al- 
ions in them, that may be of the 
confequence. But, aiter all, 
do not chute to fay, that even to the 
ugly ftrange itate of comets, and 
e great extremities of heat and cold 
chroush which they pafs, fome kind of 
i may not be adapted. Some 
of them, perhaps, may be feats of pu- 
ihment for vitious beings. 

but, diliniffing thefe things, will 
ow mention a revery with refpect to 
corcts, which T have fometimes indul- 
.d with great pleafure, and for the

ihere feems to me no realon tor

number of the comets cxceeds vaft- 
ly that of the planets; and this ren- 
cers it, T think, unlikely that they 
soud be all of them more than tran- 
lent vilicants, ‘Ther motions are al- 
“ays calculated in a parabola; and why 
fhould not this, or an hyperbola, per- 
hays, be really the curve fome of them 
deicribe ? Such a notion of comets has, 


— 


at leaft, fomething in it very amufing 
and elevating. For thus we fhall be 
led to conceive of them, atter they have 
Jett us, as going on im their courfe till 
they come within the attraction of ano- 
ther fun or fixed flar; the confequence 
ot which willbe, that they will deferibe 
a parabola round that ; which quitting 
again, they will deferibe the lke curve 
round another ; and fo proceed through 
the univerfe. 

And what can be more agreeable, 
than to follow thele tremendous bodies 
in their travels, and to confider them 
asfent forth trom the hand of omni- 
potence to traverfe for a certain period 
the univerfe, as pafling from fyftem to 
fvitem, and fublerving, as they move a- 
long with their fiery trains, many im- 
portant purpofes of ‘divine government 
among the worlds they vitit; till at 
length they finifh their deftined courte, 
and either come to be fettled in one of 
the numberlets fy{tems, and there torm- 
ed into habitable worlds; or elfe drop 
down to fome decayed fun, and thus, 
by fupplying it with frefh fewel, and 
lighting it up anew, caufe the appear 
ance ot new ftars?

his pleature, that the Jefuits thall 
not be tried by any fecular tribunal or 
particular judpe whatiloever. 

Advices trom France bear, that 
great diipatch is uled at ‘Toulon, in or- 
der to ft out a powertul fquadron, 
which is to contit of one hip of 80 guns, 
fre of three of 44, two of 54, and 
ween oreipht frigates. M de la Clue 
ls to command this \yuadron, but its 
ceitination was not known. They 
write trom Toulon of April 21. that 
the French troops which were in Corfi- 
C2 arnived there the day before, on 
board twenty-two trantports, efcorted 
by one man ot war of the line and three 
fmpates. Within a day or two after, a 
Bricth fleet came to ciuife off that port. 
For fome time paft the French have 
loudly talked of their defigns to invade 
G britain, and of the great prepara. 
tons miking for that purpofe. They 
Write from Havre-de-Grace of May 17. 
that 2000 Workinen are employed there 
in building 150 flat-bottomed boats, 
too teet long, 24 broad, and 10 deep. 
Thefe boats are to have a deck, are to 
Sarry two pieces of cannon each, and 
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to ule their fails or oars as oocafion may 
require. Some of them will carry 300 
men with their baggage, and others so 
horfes with their riders. At Brett, Se 
Maloes, Nantes, Port L’Orient, Morlaix, 
and other ports of Britany, they are 
building 150 more. They tell us, that 
they have about feventeco fail of the 
line, and feventy tranfports, ready to 
put to fea tiom Rochfort, and at Brett 
about ten of the line and fome tranf- 
ports; Which it is fuppoled intend ta 
join. Some time ago Adm. Sir Edward 
Hawke, with a ftrong Britifh fleet, ar- 
rived in the bay of Bileay, to look out 
for their failing We have the follow 
jug as an extract of a letter from the 
Hague, dated May 22. ‘* The news 
received this day from France is of fome 
importance. We are told that every 
thing will be ready in a few days for the 
expedition defigned againit Scotland ; 
and that only one diiliculty remains, 
which relates to the bringing the pres 
tender on the ftape; becaute, if he be 
*fent over with the French forees, the 
States-General are bound by treaty to 
furnilh England with 1z,coo men. On 
the 4th inftant, the Duke de Choilcuil 
had a conterence on this fubjeét with 
M. de Berkenrode. ‘The Duke, aftcr 
giving trefh aflurances of the King bis 
wafter’s friendfhip for the republic, faid, 
That be was fenfible that their High 
Mightinefles had much at heart an exact 
and punctual compliance with their ene 
gapemcnts; but as it was the King’s 
intcreft to pufh his encmics this came 
paign to the utmott, to oblige them te 
fue tor peace, his Majelty had relolved 
to bring the pretender on the ftage, and 
to aflult him with all his forces to get 
pofleflion of the Britih crown. ‘The 
minifter alterwards added, that he knew 
very well, that if the pretender fhould 
make his appearance, the Britifh courg 
would not tail to afk the ficcours {lite 
pulated by treaty. but that as England 
had kindled a ruinous war in Europe for 
fome trifling differences on the Ohiay 
his Majefty was perfuaded the States 
would think them{clves difcharged from 
their obligation to England, which had 
been the agereffor in a war that had al, 
ready 
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ready coft fome hundred thoufand lives ; 
and that he hoped the republic would 
not tike wumbrage at any fteps that 
might tend to reftore that peace which 
all Europe longs ater, ‘The Duke des 
fired M. Berkenrode to communicate 
ali this to the States-General, his ma- 
firs, and to allure them, that if the 
dilputes that have arifen between the 
republic and the court of London thould 
not be terminated to the fatisfaQion of 
their High Tes, they might de. 
pend on al] the ailittance in brs Maje- 
{ty’s power.” 

They write from Paris of May 7. 
that by means of 72,000 actions crea- 
ted op the general farms, 72,000,000 
livres had been fuddenly brought into 
the King’s coffers, without any charge 
to his Majelty or his subjects ; and that 
the povernment was likewife to create 
25,000 actions, of 1000 livres each, the 
fubieriptions for which, it was expect- 
ed, would foon be filled up. 

The publication of the Brusseis 
fizette was lately for fome time fulpend- 
ed. It is faid, that the privilepe of 
managing it has been given to the cele- 
brated M. Maubert, (author of the tae 
mous of Cardinal Adbercni, L'etat 
posstigue du fecle, and many other admi- 
red pieces), who having rendered him- 
felt obnoxious, by his political writings, 
to the Pruffian minifter at the Hague, 
was lately banifhed by order of the {tutes 
of Hodand. We may theretore expect 
for the future, trom the avilitics of this 
writer, a more forinidable adverfary to 
the interelt of Pruffia and its allies, than 
formerly appeared in the compiler of 
that prper. —— An edict was pubdlithed 
at Brutlels on the 21ft of May, permit- 
ting the exportation of all forts of grain 
from the Auftrian Netherlands. 

According to advices from HoLianp 
received fome time ago, the provinces of 
Guelderland, Zealand, Frialand, O- 
veryiicl, and Groningen, had given 
their content to the marriage of the 
Prince of Naflau Weilburg with the 
Princefs Caroline. A letter trom U- 
trecht, ot May 18. is as follows, ‘ The 
fLates of this province have yielded to 
the inttances ot the other five, concern-

burg, and all fix will unite towards ep. 
deavouring to difpel the fears of the

efteem he has acquired removes all doubt 
concerning his fidelity in performing a 
promife folemnly made — However, it 
will be a hard tafk to perfuade the ci.

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According to advices from AMERICA, 
the Britith province of Maffachufets Bay 
have refolved to raife 5000 men for this 
campaign, New York, New Ferfey, and 
Virginia, 1000 each; and large boun- 
ties are to be given, in order to have 
them all volunticrs. Pexfy/eama had 
voted 200,000 1. tor the fervice of the 
current year, and it was fuppoted they 
would raife 2709 men for it, the fame 
number they did the lait. We have 
not heard any thing particular concerns 
ing the refolutions of the other provin- 
ces. Weare told, that, according to 
the plan of operations for the campaign, 
Gen. Wolfe, with ten repinients, and 
twenty-four fhips of the line, belides 
frigates, goes up the river of St Law- 
rence againit Quebee ; Gen. Ambherft, 
with ten other regiments, goes againtt 
Ticonderoga ; and Brig. Gen. Gage, 
with two or three regiments of regulars, 
and a great many provincials, marches 
tor Niagara. 

Since our laft feveral advices have 
been received from Guadalupe. About 
the middle of February Commodore 
Moore fent fome fhips to Fort Louis, 
which reduced that place, and took 
pofieflion of a fine harbour there On 
the 27th of that month Gen. Hopfor 
died of the flux; and Maj -Gen. Bar- 
rington, who, as next officer, became 
commander in chief, finding that no- 
thing more could be done on the fide of 
the ifland called Baffeterre, imbarked, 
the 6th of March, with the Commodore, 
and fuch part of the troops as could be 
fpared, (leaving a flroog garrifon in 
Port Royal), to the other part, called 
Grand Jerre, with intention to repair 
and garrifon Fort Louis; which he dic. 
There had been a great ficknels among 
the Britihh troops in general, but, ac- 
cording te late accounts, it was much 
abated. They had been reinforced by 
about 20c0 men from Antigua and the 
adjacent iflands, who were inured to 
the cliinate. The Britith had got pof- 
feflion of the ports and forts on the 
fhore all round the ifland, and made 
themfelves matters of feveral intrench- 
ments up in the country. Advices from 
St Kitts bear, that the Britifh priva- 
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teers daly brought thither plunder, 
faves, and cattle ; and it was expected 
that want of arms, ammunition, and 
provilons, would toon force the inha 
bitants in general to furrender. The 
lands of Guadalupe are faid to be fo 
fertile, as to produce to the value ot 
co}. Sterling per acre. The French in 
arms are computed at above 3000, and 
the armed negroes at about 8000. The 
whole French on the ifland, including 
men, Women and children, are eiti- 
mated at 10,000, and all the negroes at 
about 70,000. The following notice 
was publifhed at Antigua the igth of 
April. ** As Commodore Moore had 
intellipence of a French fquadron, con 
fiting of eight thips of the dine and thiee 
tripates, being arrived at Martmico, 
he has thought it advifable to draw oft 
the tquadren under his command from 
Guadalupe and Grand Terre, to watch 
the motions of the enemy, and to pre-e 
vent thew throwing fuccours into thofe 
lands; and as the dilappearance of our 
fyuadron, and the hopes of thote fuc- 
cours, will naturally inipire the enemy 
on thore with tiefh courage, and per- 
haps embolden them to make a vigo- 
rows attack on our troops; it theretore 
behoves every individual in this land 
to exert his bett endeavours in fupport 
at thofe troops, and tor completing the 
conguelt of thote iflands,” € 7c.

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SCOTLAND. 
The general affembly of the church 


of Scotland met at Edinburgh on the 
zyth ot May. Charles Lord Catheart 
was his Majefty’s Commitlioner; and 
Dr George Kay, one of the minilters of 

was chofen Moderator. 
The only fttlement betore them was 
that ot Logie, in the prefbytery of Dum- 
blane. Mr Patrick Duchall, the 
latt incumbent, died on the 5th of May 
1758. Both the Earl of Dunmore, and 
Mr John Erikine of Carnock, Advocate, 
pretended to be patrons of this parith. 
A pretentation from each, in favour ot 
Mr James Frame, preacher at Alloa, 
with Mr Frame’s letters of acceptance, 
were given in to the pretbytery Sept. 1Q- 
That from the Farl, figned by George 
Rofs, Efg; his acting truttee, was dated 
Aug. 3. and that from Mr Erikine was 
dated Sept. 15. One elder, tor bimfelf 
and his brethren, protefted againtt both 
prefentations. Mr Frame having after- 
wards got an offer of a prefentation to 
another parifh, where he expected to be 
more ferviceable to religion, and to ene 
joy more peace and comfort, a renun- 
ciation of both bis prefentations to Lo-« 
pie was given in to the prefbytery 
Dec. 26. Next prefbytery, Feb. 13.

ed with jewels. 

The companies were Gittenwed by a 
concert of vocal and in{trumental mufic, 
the chorus’s of which were extremely 
grand and folemn.
